The following is an Examiner's Statement of Reasons for 
Allowance: The Prior Art of Record does not disclose nor suggest the 
claimed combination found within Independent Claims 1 and 9. The 
Prior Art of Record is replete with examples of an RC element 
connected to the input of a plurality of serially-connected inverters 
and wherein the output of the plurality of inverters is connected to 
the input of a protection transistor. For example, see Strauss 

(5,559,659); the Strauss Reference even teaches the use of an 
additional resistor (208) connected to a junction point at the output 
of the inverters, but does not teach the other end of the resistor 
being connected to one of the supply potential lines. Chaine et al . 

(6,118,323) teach the use of capacitances connected between junction 
points between the inverters and to the supply potentials (in Fig. 6) , 
however, there does not appear to be motivation for replacing the 
capacitances with resistors. It is therefore, the opinion of the 
Examiner, that the instant claims are considered to be novel and 
unobvious in view of the Prior Art of Record.
